It Lingers Still 

Among the numerous boons promis- 
ed by Confederation was reckoned that 
of deliverance from the Red-tapo and 
Sealing-wax of Downing-street; — em- 
ancipation from which, however, 
would not seem to have been realized. 
Indeed, it is the opinion of some that 
the old spirit still lingers about the 
public offices across the bay, and that 
it has, in some instances, assumed q 
more mischdvious form than before. 
Numerous instances might bo adduced 
in support of this allegation; but lot 
one suffice for the present. In the 
session 1872 an Act was passed, tho 
object of which was to remove a cloud 
from, tho titles of half the real estate 
on Vancouver Island. This cloud 
arose from tho maladministration of a 
real estate tax law which was in forco 
in the then separate colony of Van- 
couver Island. The muddle which 
was created, and which resulted in tho 
obscuration of half the titlos, was of so 
bad a character that our late Governor, 
Mr. Slusgravo, did not hesitate to 
apply the adjective "disgraceful" to it. 
The curative meusuro passed a year 
ago' empowered and mado it tho duty 
of the Registrar to cancel any charge 
against any real estate, alleged or 
appealing to bo duo thereon, upon 
satisfactory evidence being furnished 
to him that such charges had been 
paid, or that taxes had been paid for 
any year subsequent to that in respect 
of which such taxes were alleged to be 
still due. In order that this question 
may be more intelligible to the general 
reader, let us explain, in as few words 
as may be, tho nature of the difficulty. 
Numerous instances occurred in which 
receipts or other ovidence wero addu- 
ced to prove payment of taxes for, say, 
the year 18G6, and yet back taxes wero 
claimed for previous years, simply be- 
cause the official records did not show 
payment, Tho owners contended, 
first, that these taxes were paid, though 
not, accounted for by delinquent offi- 
cials; and, secondly, that if they wero 
not it was the fault of the Government 
in not having enforced payment at the 
right time, and that failure to do so 
operated as a waiver of right. Tho 
position taken, was, therefore, that 
evidence of payment for any year was 
to be taken as prima facie evidonco of 
payment for all previous years. This 
theory was accepted by the Legisla- 
ture, and the Act of 1872 was passed 
for the purpose of enabling the theory 
to bo carried out. We have said the 
Act requires that the Registrar shall 
cancel all such charges against any 
real estate arising under the tax Act 
referred to, upon being satisfied— ob- 
serve, it is tho Registrar that is to bo 
satisfied — of payment for any subse- 
quent year. It appears, however, that 
under the present administration it is 
not enough that the Registrar shall be 
satisfied; but the Attorney General 
must be satitised, and tho Provincial 
Secretary must be satisfied, and the 
Minister of Finance must bo satisfied , 
and, in fact, everybody must be satis- 
fied; and evidence is now demanded 
that it will bo impossible in many in- 
stances to give, while, in others it will 
cost more than "the candle" is worth. 
It is hardly necessary to say that this 
conduct on the part of the Government 
is subversive of tho spirit and out of 
accord with the letter of the curative 
Act, and leaves the confusion it was 
designed to correct doubly confound- 
ed. In view of the imminence of the 
great railway, it becomes the more 
nocessary that the titles to real estate 
through which it is likely to pass 
should bo freed front all doubt, and it 
is matter of extreme regret that any at- 
tempt should now bo made to strangle 
the remedial Act with red-tape and 
sealing-wax. Tho beauty of the case 
is that scores of holders are in blissful 
ignorance of the fact that their titles 
are involved, the muddle being of such 
a nature, and the lists ho imperfect 
and erroneous as to render indenti- 
fication in many instances simply im- 



Ancient Journalism. 

The 'Reading Mercury' has, it seems 
attained the vcnerablo ago of one hun- 
dred and fifty years, and it has given 
to its readers a facsimile of the number 
(jf the paper which appeared on Feb. 
1st 1123. The outward, appearance of 
the paper is very different from its 
modern self, and some of its contents 
are highly amusing. In the weekly 
bill. of mortality for London it appears 
that of the 7(>1 who died, no less than 
;J08 died of "convulsions." Four died 
of "hoadmouldshot," two of "livor- 
grown," one of "purples," and two of 



"rising of the lights." Two arc enter- 
ed as "chrisoms," which ought to mean 
while still in tho white robe of baptism, 
but which we believe had, in the lan- 
guage of bills of mortality, got to mean 
unbaptized children. In another placo 
tho editor hears "that a treaty of mar- 
riago is on foot between" parties nam- 
ed. Much of its space is occupied with 
foreign news and articles bearing upon 
foreign and national subjects, showing 
that, although published in the small 
town of Reading, the'Mercury' of that 
date was far less localized than are 
many of its contemporaries of the pre- 
sent timo.

Astronomical Phenomenon 

On the 8th December 187d Yemis 
•will cross the Sun's face, ami the duty 
of Great Britain to make the most of 
this opportunity is being strongly urg- 
ed in scientific circles. It seems that 
the most advantageous position from 
which to make observations is Possess- 
ion Island, near the shore-line of Vic- 
toria Land. Viewed from this point, 
the sun's elevation will be twenty-five 
digrees when Venus cut )va on his disc, 
and thirty-eight degrees when Venus 
leaves his disc. No such opportunity 
lias ooourrad sinco 17(>9 for taking effec- 
tive observations for determining the 
sun's distance; and none will occur 
a£;ain until the year 2004; for although 
Venus will again cross the Sun's face 
on December 6th, 1882, it will happen 
under circumstances very much less 
favorable to such observations. 



Tb.e Cliilcoatens again at 
their Bloody Work! 

Rumor that they lately Killod anothor 
Whlto Man ! ! 

Whilo tho H. 13. Co.'s steamer Otter 
was at Bella Coola Mr. Clayton (the Com- 
pany's agent there) told him tho Chilcoa- 
ton Indians had killed another white man 
a few days before, Who tho man was is 
not known; but Mr. Clayton entertained 
no doubt of the correctness of tho report. 
Those Chilooatens are^the worst Indians 
in British Columbia.'' It was they who 
massacred Waddingtou'a road party in 
18(M, and tho delay of tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment in organizing tho Indian De- 
partment in this Province has embolden- 
ed them to perpetrate another atrocity. 

Man Drowned- 

On "Wednesday morning a hand em- 
ployed on board tho schooner Orcns was 
seized with a fit and lay some time under 
its influence. Shortly before noon he 
came out of the fit and soon appeared 
quite well. About one o'clock he went 
on deck alone to resume his duties, and 
has not since been seen. As all his clothes 
and other effects were left on tho schoon- 
er, tho most reasonablo supposition is 
that he was seized with another lit and 
foil overboard a:id was drowned. The 
drowning is supposed to have occurred 
at tho Hudson Bay Company's wharf, in 
tho slip where tho steamer Otter is now 
lying. The bottom will bo dragged. 

To Cook Cracked Wheat.— Take half 
a pint of wheat (cracked) , put in a small 
saucepan (a round lard tin will answer), 
add a teaapoonful of salt and 4 teaeupsful 
of cold water, place saucepan or tin in a 
pot containing sufficient cold water to 
keep the tin or saucepan steady, place at 
tho bottom of the pot something for the 
tin to rest on so that tho water will have 
full play under the tin, cover both vessels 
closoly and let the contents boil hard for 
livo hours. The wheat may then bo serv- 
ed at once; or, if required for breakfast, 
eot it aside in tho pot and tin until the 
morning, then place pot and contents on 
tho fire, allow tho wheat to warm well, 
and you will have an anti-dyspeptic dish 
fit for the matutinal meal of a Prince. 

Assault. — Tho mate of the trading 
nloop Thornton yesterday complained of 
the uproarious conduct of two of his 
ftrovr — mere lads — who had assaulted him. 
Prom the appearance of the youths tho 
mate seemed to havo been well able to 
take care of himself. Both boys confess- 
ed to having ran away from ships, and 
^referred a counter charge of assault 
ag.iinst tha mate. Both sides wero con- 
victed. The mate was fined 810, ami the 
hoys, aftor a wholesome lecture from 
Judge Pembortou, wore liberated on their 
urrn recognizances to appear for sentence 
on Monday. 

Tub BtvEii Steamers. -- The Federal 
authorities are, wo think, to he commend- 
ed for relaxing the steamboat regulations 
so far as to meet the exigencies of tho 
Fraser River Spring trade. Had they 
not done so the consequences would have 
been vorj serious indeed. Wo understand 
tho Onward will be ready to comply with 
tlioso regulations in about six weeks; 
meanwhile the Lillooet will run by per- 
mission.

The Athanasian Creed 

On tho 14th February last both Houses 
of Convocation of tha Ecclesiastical Pro- 
vince of Canterbury assemblod at West- 
minster. Having debated whether there 
should or should not bo n synodical de- 
claration allixed to the Creed, tho question 
was decided in tho affirmative. Tho 
socond and third days of tho session wero 
taken up in discussing what that declara- 
tion should be. Tho following woroagrood 
upon: — 

"That tho confession of our Christian 
Faith, commonly eallod the Croed of St. 
Athanasius, sets forth two fundamental 
doctrines of tho Catholic Faith— viz., that 
of tho Holy Trinity and that of the Incar- 
nation of our Lord Jesus Christ— in tho 
form of an exposition." 

"That the said confession does not make 
any addition to tho Christian Faith, as 
contained in tho Apostles' and Nieeno 
Creeds, but is a safeguard against errors 
which from time to time have arisen in tho 
Church of Christ." 
"That whereas Holy Scripture, in divers 
passages, promise life to tho faithful, 
and asserts) tho condemnation of tho un- 
believing, so does tho Church, in sundry 
clauses of this Coufessiou, express tho 
terrible consequence of a wilful rejection 
of the Christian faith, anddoclaro tho ne- 
cessity of holding fast tho same, for all 
who would bo in a stato of salvation. Ne- 
vertheless, tho Church therein passes not 
sentence upon any, the Croat Judge of all 
beiug alone able to decide who those per- 
sons are that are guilty of such wilful re- 
jection." 

After tho adoption of theso declaratory 
clauses tho House was prorogued.

Editor Colonist: — Not long sinco you 
published an account of the death of a 
littlo girl on Salt Spring Island, who, 
whilst playing mear tho sea shore, was 
seized with convulsions and shortly after 
died, no one being able to explain tho 
cause. I have just road of tho death of 
threo children in England, who likewise 
were playing on tho sea shore and died 
in a similar way. A post mortom exami- 
nation showed that those had all eaten 
some sort of shellfish, probably mussels. 
May not this have been tho case in the 
other instance? Until the contrary be 
proved, it will be well to caution children 
against eating anything of tho Hort. 

That American Tlag at 
Alert Bay. 

Editor British Colonist. — As there 
are unpleasant feelings in regard 
to the American Flag, at Alert Bay. 
please allow me to explain: I arrived 
at Alert Bay on board H. M. S. 
Peterel, (by kind permission of Capt. 
Stanley and for tho courtesy of that 
gentleman and officers I am under 
many obligations). It was my inten- 
tion to return on the steamer Otter, 
but I embraced the opportunity to 
come on the Peterel, so as to relieve 
Mr. Heuson, who was in charge of my 
place, and thinking ho would be taken 
as pilot and interpreter, (being well 
versed in the habits of the Indians of 
Cape Caution District, and a reliable 
medium in clearing up tho mystery of 
the illfated G. S. Wright). As" he "was 
intimately acquainted for a number of 
years witli the Captain and officers, I 
concluded lie would be the right man 
in the right place. I myself left Vic- 
toria with a portion of my business 
unfinished out of regard for the officers 
of the (1. S. Wright, who had been 
extremely kind to mo in bringing my 
mail to and from Nanaimo to this out- 
of-tlie-wt>y place. When wo arrived 
at Alert Bay Captain Stanley called my 
attention to tho American Flag being 
up, and reprimanded me. I thereupon 
called his attention to its being up at 
half mast, and to the name board of 
the G. S. Wright being nailed to the 
flag staff under the ilag; and surmised 
that probably there might bo Homo of 
the b ulies of lost, people of the 
wreck at tho house. When 1 got on I 
ascertained from Mr. Heuson that he 
had had it up night and day , expecting 
the steamer (lussjo Telfair to come 
along and notice it, as tho Hag was 
American, and a largo one, and could 
be seen from the channel; the Ilag was 
left up as before, night and day, until 
the Gussie Telfair did call on her down 
trip and got what information was to 
bo gleaned of tho wreck. 

On another occasion Capt. Lewis of 
the H. B. Co's steamer Otter called me 
to account for the same Ilag being up, 
and said if ho was the Indians ho 
would pull it down. In this ease itwas 
up, expecting the G. S. Wright, 
ami was tho signal for her to 
ease up and shoar into tho 
Bay to take Ulfl mail. If Her Majosty 
wero by I should use |)io only moans at 
hand to signal for good and |pin>a»o pur- 
poses. Lot Capt, Lowis, or any other 
man, furnish mo a sot of signals and roc- 
kets and I shall uso them and thank tlioii); 
but a» I am poor I have to use the moans 
at hand* Sorry for tho mishap of tho 
flag, as it was Wfl PIHJSO of Mr- Howson 
not being wanted )»y tho Peterel.

Personal Explanation.

If Sir Hugh Allan was the proprietor of 
tho Gazette, Sir Hugh Allan must bo hold 
responsible for tho action of tho paper, 
and ho must expect to sutler from tho 
errors of his editors just as ho would from 
tho misconduct of his book-keeper. Ho 
might say that ha believed that had Sir 
Hugh Allan been in Montreal at tho timo 
that attack had boon made on him (Mr. 
Maopherson) it would not have appeared, 
hut still he must, as proprietor of the 
papor, take tho responsibility, Sir Hugh 
Allan, about a year ago, had sought his 
co-operation for tho purpose of forming a 
company to construct tho Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway. Ho (the speaker) had re- 
fused to act in concert with him, because 
ho regarded tho scheme of Sir Hugh Allan 
more as a conspiracy against tho interests 
of the company than as a schomo to build 
tho rail way, and ho believed it was calculat- 
ed to place our best interests in tho hands 
of foreigners and rivals. Ho had, there- 
fore, declined to act with Sir Hugh, and 
determined to do what he could to pre- 
vent tho plot from boing carried out. He 
would say that ho still held tho same 
opinion concerning those principally con- 
nected with tho company which had boon 
chartered to build the Pacific Railway. 
[Cheers.] Sir Hugh ami himself had 
many friends in common and many com- 
mon acquaintances, He had known him 
(Sir Hugh) for thirty-live years and dur- 
ing that timo had "known him to have 
made a good deal of money, but ho would 
say that ho would bo sorry, very sorry, to 
oxebnngo records with him. To havo an 
editor of one's own is quite a modern 
luxury. Our forefathers had their jesters 
and minstrels, and othor extravagances; 
but it is of late years that a man owns his 
newspaper. It might he very well to 
have an editor of one's own to travel in 
one's suito to explain away whatever 
might need to bo explained away, to sup- 
ply what might almost be found to be n 
dangerous luxury. He had no wish to 
say anything against tho editor of the 
Gazette. Ho believed him to bo a man of 
some ability, and a man of some note in 
tho country. That editor had been ap- 
pointed emigration agent, and had mado 
speeches in behalf of that object. He 
had no hesitation in saying that Sir Hugh 
Allan is widely mistrusted, in tho matter of 
the Pacific Railway, suspected by some 
of his own colleagues." 

That tho Honorable David Lewis 
Macphersou, of Chestnut Park, To- 
ronto, is both a great and good man, 
there is no desire to question; but 
wo cannot help thinking ho would 
have stood quite as well before tho coun- 
try if ho had held his tongue and borne 
his disappointment with silent dignity. 
For our part, wo aro sorry, extremely 
sorry, that Mr. Macphersou is not in the 
Canadian Pacific Railway scheme; but wo 
suppose, great as it is, it could not con- 
tain two such important personages sis 
The Knight of Ravenscraig and The 
Macpherson of Chestnut Park; and as we 
cannot have both, we are free to admit 
that, of tho two, we prefer tho former. 



Profitable Business for 
Women 

[American W,, nun's Home.] 

One of the most profitable as well 
as interesting kinds of buisincss for a 
woman is tho care of bees. In a recent 
agricultural report it is stated that one 
lady bought four hives for ten dollars, 
and in five years sho was offered one 
thousand live hundred dollars for her 
stock and refused it as not enough. 
In addition to this increase of her cap- 
ital, ono of those liveyeara sho sold 
twenty-two hives and four hundred and 
twenty pounds of honey. It is also 
staled that in live years one man, from 
six colonies of bees to start with, clear- 
ed eight thousand pounds of honey and 
ono hundred and fifty-four colonies. 

When properly instructed, almost 
any woman in the city, as easily as m 
the country, can manage bees and 
make moro profit than in any other 
method demanding so little time and 
labor. But in the modes ordinarily 
practiced, few can make any great pro- 
fit in this employment. 

It is hoped a time is at hand when 
every woman will be trained to some 
employment by which she can secure 
to herself an independent home and 
means to support a family, in rase she 
does not marry, or lias been left a 
widow, with herself and family to 
support. 

To Boil Corned Boof. 

|IIi aiih ami Home] 

If the piece is very salt, let it soak 
over night. If young beef and pro- 
perly corned, this is unnecessary. For 
boiling, throw cold water over it after 
washing off the salt, letting the meat 
bo well covered. The rule is twenty- 
five minutes to <i pound for boiling 
meats, but corned beof should never be 
boiled; it should only simmer, by be- 
ing placed on a part of the range 
where the 'simmering can bo uninter- 
rupted from four to six hours, according 
to tho Bize of the piece. If it is to be 
served cold, let tho meat, remain in tho 
liquor until cold, Tough beef can be 
njailn (,onc]or by letting it remain hi the 
liquor until n«\t day, '1'id tlieq bring- 
ing it to tho boiling point just before 
serving. Tor nuup ninees this in a 
superior method. A brisket or plate- 
piece may bo simmered until the bones 
can bo easily removed; then fold over 
the brisket-piece; tie over it a piece of 
juuslin, plnce Biiffioieut weight on top 

to pross tlpi pavtq plusply (.ogolbni', 
and sot it where it will bflOQine co}d. 
Tbis yi.o t us a ftrm, solid piece, which, 
oaten in slices, is a delightful roliB.li. 



A Prince of the) Press 

The London papers contain a notice 
of the rejoicing at the country seat of 
Mr. Walter, of the "London Times," 
consequent on the marriage of his 
eldest surviving- son. Bearwood, the 
superb abode of this prince of the 
press, is in the royal county of Berks, 
and not many miles from Windsor. 
The house is enormous, and tho 
grounds are beautiful and extensive . 
The young lady who has married the 
heir "to this goodly heritage conies of a 
distinguished ancestry, being- the 
daughter of a clergyman, Mr. Axson, 
first cousin of the Earl of Litchfield. 
Her parents having married on slender 
means, and having resolved, as their 
family increased, to give their children 
the best, of education, had the rare 
courage to resort to a course -which 
were it more general we should less 
often hear the wail of genteel paup- 
erism, more especially on the part of 
impecunious clergy. They dismissed 
all their s( rvants, and with tho excep- 
tion of occasional help from the villige 
the family did its own work, and Mrs. 
Axson herself, tin; daughter of a 
colonel injthe Guards, of ancient family 
thought no more of cooking a dinner 
than a Fifth avenue lino lady does of 
going to a ball. This wiso conduct 
was the admiration and respect of 
every one, and there are not a few 
wealthy young men who would prefer 
a wife from such a home to the spoilt 
fal-lal darlings with which ball-rooms 
do most abound. 

German Rat Plague. 

German papers have much to say 
concerning a rat plague in several of 
the provinces. It is stated that whole 
fields of clover and grain have been 
devastated by them, and when arsenic 
and pho8ph( mis pills have been scatter- 
ed to kill them, hares and other game 
have beou poisoned, and great damage 
done. Under these circumstances, a 
singular device has been brought into 
play. A mixture of plaster dust and 
dry wheat is mixed with oil of aniseed 
and putin an earthenware saucer, and 
near by plenty of water is placed. The 
rats eagerly devour the mixturo, and 
are straightway seized with tormenting 
thirst; they then, of course, greedily 
swallow water. Upon this, tho plaster 
"sets," mid becomes solid in their 
insides, and thus, more or less speedily, 
the poor creatures die in agony. 

The Shah of Persia. — The "Perse- 
veranza' ' publishes a letter from acitizon 
of Milan who has commercial relations 
with Teheran, containing tho details 
regarding the visit of tho Shnh of 
Persia to Europe. Tho journey is de- 
finitively fixed for the month of April 
next, the Persian monarch having been 
officially invited to the Universal 
Exhibition at Vienna. He will be 
accompanied by the principal nobles 
of the Empire, with the pomp borltting 
the "King of Kings." The mollachs, 
or priests, opposed the journey of 
their Sovereign to Europe; but the 
latter remains firm in his purpose He 
is proud of the idea that lie will be the 
first Shah who will have abandoned 
the old usages which have beon main- 
tained by the iniluonce of the priests, 
and which have prevented tho Sove- 
reigns of Persia from leaving their 
own dominions, and, above all, from 
setting foot on European soil. Tho 
sacerdotal influence is the main obsta- 
cle to advancement in Persia; but if 
will bo greatly shaken by the impres- 
sions which the Sovereign and his 
ministers will bear away from their 
travels. The Shah will visit St. Peters- 
burg, Vienna, Berlin, Paris, and per- 
haps, London, then Constantinople, 
probably going there by way of Italy.
